ATKINSON FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


The following report is respectfully submitted for 
the year ending February 15, 1895: 

One hundred and ninety books have been placed in 
the library during the year, making 575 now on the 
shelves, 69 additional cards have been issued, and an av- 
erage number of 47 books taken each library day. 

Books have been presented by the Atkinson Book 
Club, Swedenborg Publishing Co., John B. Clarke Pub- 
lishing Co., Miss M. A. Page, Wilber F. Wilson, Walter 
S. Noyes, Dr. George Cogswell, Benj. H. Steele, W. A. 
Smith, Mrs. Ada Hamilton, and Enoch P. Hoitt. The 
suggestion has been made that a collection of books or 
pamphlets written or published by citizens or natives of 
the town would be a valuable acquisition and of histori- 
cal interest. So far as the subject has, as yet, been 
brought to the notice of those most interested, a ready | 
and generous response has been received; and we would 
ask all who have copies of books of this class that. they 
are willing to spare from their own private collections to 
contribute them to our town library. Some of the larger 
libraries of the state, having an age limit for children, 
issue a special card to teachers of the public schools, al- 
lowing them to take a number of books at a time for the 
use of their scholars. As this plan requires the purchase 
of many duplicate copies of the class needed, it would 
not be possible here at present, but as we have not as 
yet found it necessary to have an age limit for children, 
we would suggest that parents and teachers in the 
schools encourage scholars to draw from the library 
books about subjects of which they are studying, thus 
gaining a wider knowledge than can be obtained from 
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the text books, and influencing the young to read the 
best class of books, The works of Jane Andrews are 
especially adapted to the younger scholars. 

The liberality of the citizens in voting the sum 
($100,) above the amount required by law to be raised, 
has aided in making the library a permanent institution 
in educational work, but to keep it up to its greatest 
usefulness requires a lasting interest and continued lib- 
erality.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


Since our jast annual report the general court of our 
state has in several respects materially amended the 
school laws, and, in particular, directed that the school 
report ‘“‘shall be made to the district on or before the 
first day of August in each year,” instead of March as 
heretofore, thus needlessly adding to our usual charges 
the expense of printing an additional report, to say noth- 
ing of the manifest inconvenience of having the school 
year close at a different time from that of the financial 

ear. 
To the ordinary citizen the wisdom of such a change 
is not very apparent, but there must, of course, have been 
good and sufficient reasons therefor, which, so far as we 
have been informed, have not yet been made public. | 

The report herewith submitted must therefore of ne- 
cessity be very brief, embracing the spring terms only, 
all of which began on the fifteenth day of April and 
continued for eleven weeks, until June 28, and being 
taught respectively by Mabel A. Smith, Mary G. Calder- 
wood, Mattie L. Coolidge and Emma B. Gordon, all of 
whom had previously taught in their several schools to 
the acceptance of the school board, and, as we have 
reason to think, to our parents and citizens generally. 
Pupils to the number of fifty-eight have attended these 
four schools, making an average number of nearly fifteen 
different scholars to each school, with an average attend- 
ance for the whole town of forty-seven.
